Washington, July 21.—General Car- 
ranza informed the United States gov­ 
ernment that he is ready to declare 
a suspension of hostilities against the 
government of Provisional President 
Carbajal, H uerta’s successor, pending 
negotiations with his representatives 
for the transfer of authority at .Mex­ 
ico ( ity to the Constitutionalists. 
The Constitutionalist chief present­ 
ed his views in most cordial terms to 
John It. Siliiman, personal representa­ 
tive of President Wilson, Consul Gen­ 
eral H anna and Vice Consul Robert­ 
son, who interviewed him at Mon­ 
terey. 
Not only did he voice a willingness 
to receive the commission of three 
appointed 
by 
Provisional 
President 
C art. jai to discuss peace, but said he 
would send an escort to meet them 
and provide safe conduct through Con­ 
stitutionalist territory. 
Inasmuch as the three men chosen 
by Mr. Carbajal are Constitutionalists 
who have been in hiding in Mexico 
City and are thoroughly in accord 
with General Carranza's policy, as 
well as personal friends of Mr. Car­ 
bajal. the impression is general that 
the negotiations for a transfer of au­ 
thority of government will be success­ 
ful. 
General Carranza is insistent, how­ 
ever. that the surrender of the Carba­ 
jal government should be uncondition­ 
al. He is willing, it is declared by his 
representative!, here, to grant a lim­ 
ited amnesty, not as a condition of 
surrender, but as a voluntary act of 
generosity on the part of the Con­ 
stitutionalists after they obtain the 
reins of government.
